Of the new members of the Subcommittee, I believe Congressman 
r ord to be extremely reliable, and the Director may know Mr. Ostertag from 
his years in the New York State Legislature. I believe it would oe extremely 
unfortunate if it were necessary to brief the complete Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee, if there is any way in which Senator Ferguson can avoid such 
an occurrence. 

It would be extremely helpful if some arrangements could be 
made with Mr. Taber whereby the same group which handled the CIA budget 
could also approve the fund* for CIA construction.
